MORTIMER’S REPLY. 


THE BRITISH VICE-CONSUL IN 
HIS OWN DEFENSE. 


He Says That He Only Intended to 
be Fair; ‘and 
‘That He Has 
ceeded. 


C. White Mortimer, the British vice- 
consul, has written the following letter 
to the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce, in reply to,the recent report 
of a committee of that body, consisting 
of Messrs. Toler, Wells and Book, on 
his official report, and which was pu 


lished in full in TUR Times: 


THE REPORT, 


Bnrriön Vice-ConsuLatE, 
Los ANGELES, Cal., Sept.8, 1890, 

To the President and Directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Los Angeles, Cal.: 
GENTLEMEN—In the Los Angeles daily pa- 
pers of the 5th inst., it is stated that a re- 
port of a special committee of your body, 
appointed to investigate certain statements 
in my last consular report, was read at a 
meeting of your directors on the 4th inst. 
The preambie to the resolutions introduced 
by your committee recite that my report eon- 
tains “paipable errors, misrepresentations 
and false, inconsistent and contradictory 
statements and conclusions.“ These words 
accurately describe the report ot your com- 
mittee, for example: | 

First.—The assessed value of the city and 
county of Los Angeles was correctly stated 
by me und incorrectly stated by vor com- 
mittee, Messrs. Toler, Wells and Book. 

Second.—The Collector of Customs at 
San Pedro very kindly supplied me with 
complete returnsof the exports and im- 
ports, divided into the domestic and foreign 
returns, and showing the number of ships 
and coasting vessels, importations of coals, 
lumber, railway ties, and other articles. 
The returns appear fully in my report, and 
in the face of this your committee, Messrs. 
Toler, Wells and Book, calmly allege that 
I have failed to report the facts of the com- 
merce of the port as they exist. They ac- 
tually use my figures, derived no doubt from 
the same source, and take me to task for not 
having done that which 1 had done, more 
coucisely and intelligently thin they. I 
can only charitably assume that your com- 
mittee, Messrs. Toler, Wells and Bouk, did 
not read my report, or that they read the re- 
print published here, which contains a brief 
summary of the statistical information in 
the original. 

Third.—My statement thatthe vine dis- 
ease was unchecked was made in March 
last. It was true at that time, and if 
Messrs. Toler, Wells and Book will read 
my report, they will find that it was made 
on good authority. 

Fourth.— Your committee, Messrs. Toler, | 
Wolls and Book, omit to state that, although 
only three vessels have been wrecked in

“FALSE PRETENSES.” 


A Fruitful Source of Legal 


Contention. 


THE NICETIES OF THE LAW. 


Conditions Under Which It Be- 
comes a Crime to Make 
Fraudulent Representations 
—The Exceptions. 


A large numberof the applications 
which are made, at the District At- 
torney’s office for complaints are re- 
fused, and of those that are refused a 
considerable percentage are for ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. 
It appears that avery vague impres- 
sion isentertained by the public at 
large with regard to the nature of this 
crime, In point of fact, the thing isa 
misnomer. Men cannot always be 
punished for obtaining money under 
false pretenses. It is only under cer- 


tain rigidly defined conditions that the | 


act constitutes a felony, and even 
when these conditions are fulfilled a 
conviction is not very ‘readily ob- 
tained. 

From a strictly logical point of view 
all people who ‘transact business on 
anything less than the most conscien- 


tious principles are more or less guilty — 


of obtaining movey under false pre- 
tenses. The fruit vender who puts the 
largest strawberries on the top of the 
box, the clothing dealer who sells a 
suit as all wool“ which changes color 
like a chamelion when it gets into the 
sun, and, most of all, the individual 


who persuades his fellows to take stock 


in some moribund land-aud-water 
company, are all sinners under 
the name of the law. More plainly 
reprebensible than these are the peo- 
ple who borrow a dollar or two and 
promise to pay it back about the. mid- 
dle of next week, or those who sell lots 
with the assurance that they are bound 
to double in value before the year is up. 
It is evident that Justice is of rather a 
cynical turn of mind. Experience has 
taught her the truth of the utterance 
of the psalmist that all men are 


liars,” and, having found it out her- 


self, she demands that everybody else 
must take the fact into consideration 
in their deaiings with their fellows. 
The law, in short, resp ctfully declines 
to punish a man who succeeds in hum- 
bugging others unless he does it in 
certain ways that are dangerous to 
society at large and tend to undermine 
the stability of the business fabric. 
The law goes to the extent of hs | 
that if a contract has been entere 
into and violated, the loser shall re- 
cover his property or damages, but it 
is very slow and sometimes rather 
awkward in meting out a penalty on 
the man who has sinb ed. 

The essential element in false pre- 
tense, as it is understood by the 
courts, is that it must concern some 
definite established fact or some event 
in past or present time. The man who 
sells a piece of property on the prom- 
ise that stores.or dwelling in large 
numbers are to be erected in the vicin- 
ity does not obtain money under false 
pretenses according to law, for his 
misrepresentation relates to the future 


and not tothe past. The man who. | 


claims ownership to certain property | 


which he does not own und on the 
strength of the reputation gained iu

By far the greater number of the 
complaints which are made at the Dis- 


trict Attorney’s office are in cases 


where the pretense was made with re- 
gard to something which was to come 
off in the future. A case in point oc- 
curred a few days ago when a promi- 
nent merchant asked that a complaint 
be issued against a member of the 
demi-monde. She had ordered a cloak 
from the store and it was delivered by 
a messenger, who was told to collect 
the money before he left the garment. 
The woman took the garment and after 
examining it said that it was not made 
as she had ordered, and that she 
would call around and explain what 
changes she wished made and would 
pay forit then. The messenger left 
and the woman never came to pay for 
the cloak; Theonly redress for the 
merchant lay in a civil suit as the 
woman’s only false pretense related to 
something which she alleged she would 
doin the future. She undoubtedly 
failed to tell the truth, but that does 
not constitute a misdemeanor in the 
eyes of the law. | 


* 


~ The raising of money by the process 


of *‘kiting’’ checks is asimilar kind of 


false pretense. A man who presents 
his check for money or goods when 


there is no deposit to meet it and 


promises to have money in the bank at 
a certain time, at which time he asks 
to have the check presented, can not 
be successfully prosecuted under the 
false pretense statute, as his state- 
ment relates to the future. 

When it is considered that it is 
necessary for the prosecution to show 
that the false pretenses were made de- 
liberately, with a knowledge on the 
part of the maker that they were false 
and with an intent to deceive and de- 
fraud, it becomes evident that a good 
many difficulties lie in the way of secur- 
ing a conviction for the crime, when it 

as been committed, Thus it happens 
not only that many requests for com- 
plaints are refused but that many of 
the cases that pass the lower courts are 
thrown outin the Superior Court. The 
case of J. L. Green, charged with ob- 
taining $325 by A. J. Mead, which was 
dismissed in Department One, last 
week, was one of these. Mead first 
testified that Green had induced him 
to put his name on a note by represent- 
ing that he owned a certain piece of 
property. On cross-examination it 
came out that Green had not definitely 
stated that he owned the property, but 
had merely referred toitin a general 
way as though it was his. . 

In a large number of cases where ap- 
plication is made for complaints from 
the District Attorney’s oflice, the pur- 
pose of the complainant is to back up a 
civil suit for recovery which he has 
pending.

The Alleged Mismanagement 


of its Affairs, 


SOME LAXITY IN METHODS, 


But ‘Nothing of a Criminal Nature 
So Far Developed—The Bonds 
men’s Investigation+Col. 


Otis's 


_ The Herald yesterday morning pub- 
lished an article referring at some 
length to certain irregularities in the 
conduct of his office by County Recor- 
der Francis. Some months ago there 
‘were rumors that the affairs of the 
office were not conducted on strictly 
business principles, and while nothing 
eriminal was charged against Mr. 
Francis, his bondsmen at once investi- 
gated the matter, and took such meas- 
ures as would protect the people and 
themselves from any possibility of a 
loss at his hands. Everything was ar- 
ranged satisfactorily, and the business 
of the office was conducted as before. 

A short time ago, the rumors of crook- 
edness in the office were again 
revived, it is believed by the 
friends of Mr. Francis, for polit- 
ical effect. It was alleged that Mr. 
Francis was behind in his accounts, by 
reason of advances made to his em- 
ployés, the paper having been dis- 
counted by the California Loan and 
Trust Company. The bondsmen again 

held a meeting and an investigation 
Was had. It was found that at no time 
was the alleged shortage more than 
$200, and the manner in which the 
office is conducted makes it an absolute 
impossibility for any considerable de- 
fiviency to occur without it at once be- 
coming known. Mr. Francis dis- 
claimed any criminal intent, nor was 
‘there any evidence to show that any of 


the funds had been wilfully misappro- 


priated, and had there been any loss, 
which could have only occurred by the 
leath or discharge of one of the clerks 
to whom his salary had been advanced, 
Mr. Francis would have been the only 
sufferer, as would have been the case 
under his predecessor, under whom the 
same system of advanee time checks 
prevailed. 
It was deemed best, however, to 
make a thorough and complete investi- 
gation, and a meeting of the bonds- 
men was held. The bondsmen are 
Messrs. Lindley, Hagan, Otis, Cor- 
coran, Weldon, Davis, Bonebrake, Me- 
Kelvey, Alexander and Pendleton, 
and these gentlemen appointed a com- 
mittee of three of their number to 
make an investigation and report back 
to a full meeting, This committee 
has been at work, and will report the 
result of their investigations as soon 
as a meeting can be called of the 
bondsmen. 

Col. H. G. Otis, editor of THE Times, 
who is one of Mr. Francis’s bondsmen, 
and also a member of the committee 
investigating the affairs of his office, 

makes the following statement: 

The matter of Mr. Francis and his bonds- 
men is still in an undecided state. The 
bondsmen, so far as 1 know, have no de- 
— to deal summarily or unjustly with 
im. His affairs are still under investiga- 
— a and nothing, 80 far as I know, has been

mal. The most that can be said is that 
n his uct of the finances of his 88 
ment.

Mr. Francis has appeared before the 


bondsmen at their request, and has dppar- 
ently given satisfactory answers to their 
several inquiries. As for myself as one of 
these bondsmen, I will say that I shall cer- 
tainly refuse to aid in sacrificing Mr. Fran- 
cis through the pressure of conspiracy or 
persecution, if such there be, and 1 am in- 
clined to believe that my co-bondsmen feel 
as I doin regard to this matter, though 1 
do not wish to be understood as speaking 
for them authoritatively.

This was the first full crop that 
these prune trees have yielded, they 
being only four years old. The crop 
was sold early in the season, at $30 per 
ton. Later, prices advanced as high 
as $50 per ton. At this latter figure 
they would have paid $7.44 per tree. 

The yield and returns here given 
may be taken all through as a fair av- 
erage, and show what a 30-acre piace 
in a fine productive condition may be 
made to pay. Besides the money re- 
turn should be noted $300 worth of

The regular business meeting of the 
Crown Hills Improvement Society was 
held at the Ellis College Hall last 
evening,.with J. M. Witmer presiding.

stated that he had shut off the water 
from the ditch last week, and had 
shoveled out the slime, etc, but 
could not make a thorough job 
of it, not having men enough 
to do it at once, as the 
ditch is several miles in length and 
the water could only be shut off at in- 
tervals. As to cleaning the barn- 
yards and corrals, Mr. Griffith has re- 
moved some manure, so he said, but to 
the committee it looked as if there had 
been none removed, and the geese, 
ducks, dogs, etc., had still free access 
to the ditch. The cattle ranged in the 
pasture, and came downto the ditch 
to drink twice a day, and were shut in 
the corrals at night. The Water Over- 
seer hada man to patrol the ditch, 
whose duty seemed to be to prevent 
the cattle from contaminating the 
water when they came down to drink. 
The patrol got on the ground about 8 
a.m. and left after the cattle were 
placed in the corrals, between 3 and 5 
m. It appeared to the committee 
that all he was there for was to herd 
Griffith’s cattle, and not to arrest or 


prevent the pollution of the stream.

OAKLEY’S EXPERRIEN S. 


A Genuine Case of Desert Ins an- 
ity’—His Recovery. 


Frank Oakley, one of the best known 
reporters in this city, who returned to 
New Mexico about a week. ago, re- 
turned to the city yesterday. About 
10 days ago Mr. Oakley was working on 
the Herald, when he got it into his head 


that he wanted to go to New Mexico, |

English Strikers Dispersed 


by Troops. 


Rioting and Bloodshed at 
Southampton. 


Many of the Mob Bite the Dust—Sev- 


eral Soldiers Wounded. 


Other Forelgn Dispatches — Ap- 
palling Atrocities in Dahomey— 
Infants Roasted Alive — One 
Thousand Women Killed. 

By Telegraph to The Times. 
SOUTHAMPTON, Sept. 9.—[By Cable 
and Assogiated Press.] Strikers made 
emonstrations tonight and 
were only dispersed at the point of the 


bayonet. The troible began with the 


dock laborers preventing the departure 


of several trains. Two companies of 
infantry arrived and drove the mob 


away from the rails. The dock- 
men made a desperate attempt to 
break the line formed by the troops. 
Some of them took horses from the 
cabs and charged furiously upon the 
soldiers. The troops, however, stood 
firm and repeatedly repulsed the strik- 
ers. A number of horses were bayo- 


neted, and some of the riders were 


seriously wounded. Volley after vol- 
ley of stones were thrown at the 
troops, and several soldiers were se- 
verely injured. 

The Mayor read the riot act. This 
only added to the fury of the mob, 
which stormed the Mayor's business 
premises and smashed every window 
in the place. 

Tue troops were now supplied with 
ball cartridges and ordered to charge. 
For a moment the rioters made 
resistance, but seeing many of 
their number fall, pierced by the 
bayonets of the soldiers, the mob broke 
and fled in wild disorder. The excite- 
ment tonight is intense, and further 
trouble is feared. 

Midnight—No trains have passed 
into the docks excepting those carrying 
the mails. The strikers have tele- 
graphed to Davitt and Cunningham

Part of the Exposition to be on the 
Lake Front. 


And the Rest at Jackson Park, Five 
Miles Away. 


Director-General—California’s 
Chances at the Great 
Show, Etc. 


By Telegraph to The Times.. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—[By the Associ 
ted Press.] The directors of the 
World’s Fair at a meeting this after- 
noon reaffirmed their choice of some 
months ago and selected the dual site 
of the lake front and Jackson Park as 
the place for the location of the great 
exposition. The lake front is a long 
grass-covered common on Lake Michi- 
gan and bordering the business center 
of Chicago, It contains at present 
about ninety acres. It is thedesign to 
place thereon the grand entrance to the 
exposition and buildings for fine arts 


and kindred displays. Jackson 
Park is also on the lake 
shore about five miles from 


the Courthouse and is to have the ag- 
ricultural, live stock and other exhibits 
of that nature, besides others of gen- 
eral interest. Four hundred acres are 
available in Jackson Park and the 
wide approaches thereto which were 
recently added to the original tender. 
The two sites are to be so connected 
by rail and water accommodations 80 
that but a few minutes will be spent in 
passing from one locality to another. 
The final and decisive vote on the site 

uestion resulted: Lake front and 

ackson Park, 23, North Side, 4. The 
choice of the dual site was then made 
unanimous. 

No action was taken regarding the 
appointment of a Director-General. A 
committee of three was named to con- 
fer with the Secretary of War, touch- 
ing the proposed filling in of a portion 
of Chicago barbor on the lake front. 
Hon. Mark L. McDonald of Cali- 
fornia, Commissioner-at-large upon 
the World’s Fair Commission, reached 
Chicago last night to attend the sec- 
ond meeting of the World’s Columbian 
Commission, and also the meetings of 
the Committee on Permanent Organ- 
ization, of which he is a member. To 
an Associated Press representative 
McDonald said tonight that in so far 
us the Pacific Coast was 
interested in the World’s Fair 
matters the people are enthusias- 
tic and very anxious concerning 
the site question for the fair; that they 
are emphatic in their expressions of 
the opinion that the site for the fair 
should not be a divided site, but that 
the exposition should be kept together 
and that California demands that she 
have the privilege of exhibiting all her 
products iu one single portion of space 
to be allotted for California exhibits, 
Col. McDonald, after his conference 
today, is much encouraged and believes 
California will obtain all she desires, 
and if such proves not to be the case,

A group of old timers were talking about 
the weather, and the conversation carried 
them back to the great storms of years 
ago. The qucerest combination I ever 
knew,” sald the judge reflectively, ‘‘was a 
blizzard death, suspected murder and at- 
tempted lynching that only miscarried be- 
cause the subject missed a train. 

„The winter of 1879-80, as you all recol- 
lect, was a Very Severe one, and many per- 
sons living on the prairies were frozen to 
death.

Crandall's parents lived in Morris, and 
when the sad news of her death.came her 
father started for Dakota to bring back 
the remains of his daughter and grund- 
child. Crandal! and his wife had not got 
along very Well together, and in some way 
rumors of foul play crept out. 

“The next afternoon the bereaved father 
arrived in Morris with his dead. The bod- 
les were frozen solid, and arrangements 
were made to thaw them out.

Then it was that the wily German no- 
ticed that M. Thiers ate voraciously of the 
vegetables and breads, rejected the canned 
and pickled foods, and partook with®seem- 
ing avidity of the fresh meat. This con- 
firmed Bismark’s suspicions—Paris was 
starving. After M. Thiers went back into

Bismarck’s headquarters part of a Paris 
newspaper, and from certain items in this 
bit of newspaper it was learned that the 
condition of things in Paris was even more 
desperate than had been supposed.—Eugene 
Field in Chicago News.

adena’s History. 


THE NEW LIBRARY OPENED. | p 


A Great Parade by the Military— 
Luncheon to the Soldiers— 
Field Day Exercises 
at the Park. 


| Yesterday Pasadena celebrated the 
day in her history. 
In the morning there was a military 
parade, in which seven compa- 
nies of the State National Guard 
participated, a library building worth 
$80,000 was thrown open to the public, 
and in the afternoon the military gave 
interesting field day exercises at 
Sportsmen's Park. Hundreds of visit- 
ors were in town, and the principal 
thoroughfares were aglow with flags 
and bunting. The town was in gala 
attire, business cares were forgotten 
and everybody was happy. Alto- 
gether, it was a great occasion. 
THE MILITARY. 

The day’s opening: festivities were 
conducted by Company B and the six 
visiting companies of the National 


Guard, who were its guests. At 8:45 


o’clock the Markham Guards assem- 
bled fifty strong at the armory. 
Shortly after 9 o’clock the company 
was drawn up in line on South Ray- 
mond avenue in front of the Webster, 
First Lieutenant Hamilton in com- 
mand. Private Jno. G. Rossiter ar- 
rived a little late, but his tardiness 
was explained by his elaborate toilet, 
which included the regulation helmet 
brightened up especially for the occa- 
sion. Mr. Rossiter’s imposing appear- 
ance deeply impressed his companions- 
in-arms and he was greeted by loud 
and prolonged cheering. But out of 
consideration for the other members of 
the company, who wore fatigue caps, 
he retired to the armory and donned a 
similar style of head gear. Such deeds 
of magnanimous condescension are 
rare. 


Co. D, Ninth Regiment, of Pomona 


arrived on the 9:23 train, in command 
of Capt. J. A. Driffill. Cos. F of Santa 
Ana andG of Anaheim, Ninth Regi- 
ment, and A, C and F of Los Angeles, 
Seventh Regiment, together with the 
Ninth Regiment band of Pomona, ar- 
rived on a special train from Los An- 
geles on the Santa Fé road.

uniformed firemen made a brilliant 
showing. The hose cart and hook and 
ladder trucks were elaborately deco- 
rated. On the latter was seated a 
charming Miss, prettily dressed in 
white, at whose feet crouched a big 
black dog. 
AT THE LIBRARY. 


People began to flock to the library in 
large numbers long before the hour set 
for the exercises to begin, and by 10:30 
o’clock the building was crowded to 
the doors. The structure has been fre- 
quently referred to in these columns, so 
‘that-no extended description is now 
necessary. Built of green stone, its 
solidity and architectural proportions 
at once command attention. The in- 
terior wooden partitions have been re- 
moved and an important improvement 
thereby effected, making the reading 
oom a commodious, airy and well- 
lighted apartment. The librarian has 
a private office on the northeast corner 
of the first floor. On the southeast cor- 
ner is a reference room. On the second 
floor is the directors’ room and the 
librarian’s sleeping apartment. 

The grounds have been fixed up ina 
manner in keeping with the place, re- 
taining walls being builtin the front 
and rear, cement sidewalks laid and 
the whole lot nicely graded. The li- 
brary now contairs about 2500 volumes, 
besides the leading newspapers and 
periodicals. 

A platform was erected at the north 
end of the reading room,on which 
were seated Father A. G. Throop, Ab- 

pot Kinney, T. P. Lukens and the 
members of the Harmonia Quartette. 
Mr. Lukens presided. The quartette 
sang a selection. Mr. Kinney was 
then introduced, and spoke as follows: 

We are assembled here today for the 
opening to the public of the Pasadena Free 
Library. The anniversary of the admission 


of California to the Union is a happy mo- 


ment in which to invite the Union to an ad- 


mlssion to our California library. This an- 


niversary, by the way, has pleasing personal 
associations for me. California was aa- 
mitted into the, Union iu the same year that 
I was admitted into the Union. Thie is 
not, indeed, the first opening of the Pasa- 
dena Free Library; that took place years 
ago; but it is the first opening as an institu- 
tion under the whole people’s control, It 
was founded in a small rural community by 
private enterprise. There was at that time 
no government organization capable of 
handling such an enterprise in Pasadena, 
and it was from necessity originally founded 
as a private corporation. When first pro- 
posed many feared that the enterprise 
would not succeed. The community was 
small; the means of those who formed the 
colony were asa rule tied up in their fruit 
farms not then matured to paying high re- 

turns; nor was the colony as united as it 
might have been. All these things stood in 
the way ofa * of the hopes for a 
library, reading room and instructive place 
of resort, However when the plan was for- 

mulated and it became evident to the people- 
that some sort of a library was going to be 

built, they took hold of it in good earnest.

and the reading-room established. It was 


atwo-story building and at that antique 
time was one of the palatial edifices of 
asadena. It was completed clear of debt 
and was always in a self-sustaining condi- 
tion until the great growth of Pasadena in- 
duced its then managers to undertake the 
beautiful building where we are now so 
happily met. The real estate excitement 


consequent upon the rapid growth of the 


country left its heritage of hard chewing 
to nearly every one of us. The library 
was noexception. It had bitten off a large 
piece, and in the general financial 
stringency had its difficulties of mastica- 
tion. Everything now is again clear, and 
matters are so settled that the institution is 
safe and beyond danger, The original 
helpers of the library should not be forgot- 
ten in its hour of tr — Especiat men- 
tion is due to Mrs. Jennie C. Carr, to 
Sherman Washburn and H. N. Rust. For 
this splendid lot we have to thank the 
generosity of Mr. Legge, who has made 
this site possible. The new men to whoin 
the successful working up of the present 
library is due are: T. P. Lukens, Geo. F. 
Kernaghan, John W. Vandervort, Mrs. J. 
C. Carr, C. T. Hopins, W. N. Martin, Jas. 
Clark, A. G. Throop, L. C. Winston and J, 
Banbary. Itisnow a public library de- 
manding under the law a fair and equal 
contribution from every citizen according 
to his interests in Pasadena. ‘The old library 
was as truly a publi¢ one as the présent, 
but itdepended upon the voluntary contri- 
bution of the people, a system that could 
not make so fair a distribution of the cost 
as the one now in force, 

That the library has been a benefit to 
Pasadena will be conceded by all, Were 
we disposed to discuss these benefits as 
some public men do ecoaomic theories we 
micht say that all the progress of, Pasadena 
was due to the library; we might cite the 
fact that itsopening was synchronous with 
the first rapid start of the colony toward in- 
creased population and wealth, that its 
growing popularity and prosperity corres- 

nded with the growing prosperity of Pasa- 

ena, andthat when the library fell tein- 
porarily under a cloud, so also the city fell 
under a cloud. We might go on to 
Say that now that the library has been 
reopened in more splendid quarters and 
with larger opportunity for service to the 
people, Pasadena is also taking a new 
tet to achieve greater progress than ever 

ore, 

The library does not need such a political 
passport to stand high in the opinion of 
every one. It has been a feature in attract- 
ing and holding travelers in Pasadena and 
thuse of the best classes of workers and 
settlers. 

It has given pleasure and instruction to 
our own people, a.d especially to the 
young. In its reading-room is a resort for 
such as have a leisure hour or a day off. In 
its books may be found a pastime for some 
and an education for others. 

Few appreciate how large a part in eda- 
cation a good library can play. Amongst 
the books can be studied the ex- 
periments of mankind in law, in govern- 
ment, in marriage, in religion, in every- 
thing. In such places may be found the 
records of the past and the rush of modern 
thought and invention. In a well-stocked 
library any working man, whether mainly 


the most distant places or remote times and 
so discover what has been done, what has 
been tried, what is good and what has failed 
in his special line. Thus in a library, how- 
ever small we are in mental stature, we are 
still on the shoulders of and above giant in- 


tellects of the past. 

to be understood 
an excessive. importance to 
books no matter how true their statements 
or important their facts. This entire de- 
votion of time to books makes one deal in 
words, not in things. It produces scholasti- 
cism. When this condition possesses men, 
individually or collectively, we find th 
manor the society standing still, thought 
stagnantand the whole energies of life 
spent on forms, words and trivial technical- 
ities. No one should think that the chief 
source of knowledge is books. Books may 
be termed guide posts that point out the 
shortest way and the direct road and en- 
able us to save ourselves long and round- 
a-bout journeys to arrive at certain things. 
As a rule, the road or short cut 


at least must traveled. 
Thus the carpenter ma derive 
great benefit from books and learn much 


through the recorded experience of others 
of architecture, woods and tools, but he must 
saw wood and hammer nails to be a carpen- 
ter and to avail himself of such book learn- 
ing. Soitis with practically everything, a 
man can go to the Monte by the foothills 
and Pomona or he can go straight across 
by San Gabriel. If he knows nothing of 
the country he is bound to travel till he 
finds it himself. In this case he would un- 
doubtedly have the location of the Monte in 
this vailey in regard to its streamsand land- 
marks much more clearly fixed than if 


he had just traveled out there 
on the county road, and _ still 
more if he had gone by rail. Butin the last 


case he could make 100 journeys, when un- 
der the other system he made one. We 
might compare books perhaps. to railroads 
for the aid they give usin our mental jour- 
neys. Without, them we should probably 
know what country we actually traversed 
mentally better than now, but we should 
travel comparatively overa small territory. 
There is a limit to the advantages of books. 
Not only that true knowledge requires asa 
rule a famillarity actual with the thing, as 
contradistinguished from its name, but also 
truer is the limit of man’s life. ‘The judi- 
cious will advise a time for preparatiou for 
one’s life work, but not so much 
as to take from the total efficiency 
of one’s life a time for work, to- 
gether with a modicum for recreation and 
study forimprovement. The main part of 
life for the highest results must be spent in 
work and not in preparation. If we read 
we study or recreate and may prepare for 
work, but it is the work of body or mind 
that is the get there,’ The books in a 
library are much less apt to be abused than 
those in the schools, In the library study 
is free and along the lines of least resist- 
ance and generally fora special end con- 
nected with practical life. In the school 
study is a routine along the lines of greatest 
resistauce and generally without a counec- 
tion with anything in —— life. Every 
day, however, the schools are improving 


and looking more to the practical. 
Today we stand confronting sme 
great change for good or evil— 


whocan tell. We are drifting to it fast, 
drifting in fog, drifting blindly. We cannot 
tell whether the current is reactionary eddy 
to strand us, or onward rash to prizes in the 
future. We are like drift-w in the Mis- 
sissippi that has escaped the thousand 
eddies, sandbars and what not and far on 
the stream feels iteelf rushing faster, power- 
fully pressed on—where—down the main 
stream to the ocean goal—or through a great 
crevasse to lie rotting in some swamp or 
stagnant pool when the waters have seeped 
off. We please ourselves in loud compll- 
ment and in great boasting of our progress 
now and to come. But other countries 
have been rich, other countries have 
had great cities and been populous, other 
countries have had patriots «nd free gov- 
ernment, and yet with all these things they 
rushed through the crevasse out of the 
great river of progress and died in the 
stenches of retiring floods. What more 
have we than these dead nations had? And 
still again, hew many symptoms We now 
have that were seen in these destroyed 
ones. It is not for me to play the part of a 
Cassandra and prophesy for evil. It is 
more pieasant and more profitable to look 
on the bright side—but with some precau 
‘thons. It is in books that wecan find the 
results of certain things done in the past 
and now going on amongst us, 
and so when evil is to be expected 
totake thought and stop such dances as 
may lead to death. Great problems are in 
our future—are here, like the Genii in the 


Arabien Nights; they are vast, indefinite, 


powertul. Like them, however, they are 
subject to control—slaves of the ring. 
Whether their future or ours is to be shaped 
by intelligent forethought, or as in the past 
by blind destiny, who can say? Can we 
play Aladdia and rule the Genii? Our

by hand or mainly by mind, can look into. 


Hopes, our inconsequent arrogance, will 
our 

umanity rogressed du rough na- 
ture, — blind feeling for the 


Nation after nation, race after race, ha 
progressed become brilliant, great 
and dominant, onl to sink

out f again into the 
night of failure. Egyptian, Roman, Greek, 
where are they? Exterminated, dead, gone 
forever. No thoroughfares beset us and our 
civilization. The most deadly one of all, the 
one from which there is no return, is the 
extermination coming from non-repro- 
duction. Already large dis is Amer- 
ica have a birth rate lower than the death 
rate—that is, there are fewer births than 
deaths, and now we find the inference 
drawn from the figures of the 
census thatthe United States without im- 
migration and from natural causes alone is 
stationary and non-progressive in fy 
tion. This, let us hope, is exaggeration, but 
the landmarks we have seen in our blind 
drifting show that this is indeed the ten- 
dency of the time. | 

There ie little profit from such specula- 
tions. We may leave them now for our 
practical work. 

One thing has dropped in this transfer of 
the library, to the city, and that is the vil- 
lage improvement feature. The old com- 
pany was the Pasadena Free Library and 

illage Improvement Society. This last 
part was never carried out as it was in 
tended, but nevertheless a good deal was 


one, 

“Village Improvement!” How much 
these words bring up. To the old-timers 
the picture of Pasadena can be easily re- 
called. One whitewashed boara shanty 
comprised the business center of Pasaden 
and in that general store so ably manag 
was done the business of the community. 
Looking backward we cannot but feel ad- 
miration and gratitude to the excellent and 
faithful librarian, Mrs. Merritt, who did so 
much to assure the success of the library. 

During my presidency of the society, 
amongst other things, we had every year a 
Citrus and Flower Fair in Pasadena. ‘The 
library always realized handsomely from 
these fairs. They brought large num- 
bers of visitors to asadena and 
the prominent men of the county addressed 
and interested our own population. These 
fairs, or something similar, should be kept 
up. Our art loan meeting, very successful 
in everything. but financial returns, was 
held here in this building. So other fea- 
turesof this quasi-public kind should be 
keptup. ‘There is, I believe, a society in 
Pasadena having these objects in view. 
You should stand by it and support it in 
what work it has undertaken, and encour- 
age it toa larger activity. 

I have just completed gage on 
nine miles of the public roads 
about Santa Monica, one boulevard 
to the National Soldiers’ Home with four 
rows of trees. From this experience two 
things may be deduced. First, that tree

ortwo years can be done under proper 
supervision for a very moderate sum per 
mile, and, second, that all should be im- 
pressed with the value of the rule that 
where tree planting is formal, as it must be 
on a street or road, it should be done on one

HISTORICAL DATA. 

The library has an interesting his- 
tory. Away backin 1883 when Pasa- 
dena was asmall village with a few 
houses scattered here and there, the 
Pasadena Library and Village Im- 
rr Society was incorporated. 

t was a stock company, 1600 shares 
being issued at a par value of 85. Ab- 
bot Kinney was at the head of the un- 
dertaking, and much of its ultimate 
success is to be attributed to his earn- 
est support in the days of its infancy. 
The first board of directors consisted | 
of Mr. Kinney as president, H. N. 
Rust vice-president, Dr. O. H. 4 

er, Mrs. Jeanne C. Carr, T. P. Lukeus, 

apt. A. Wakeley and S. Washburn. 

The town was then in a very primi - 
tive state. No thoroughfares crossed 
Colorado street between Fair Oaks 
and Marengo avenues. The Santa Fé | 
railroad was an undreamed of possi- 
bility. Hence when Mr. Wilson do- 
nated five acres of land, bounded now 
on the east by the Santa Fé tracks, 
on the north by Colorado street, west 
by Fair Oaks ayenue and south by 
Kansas street, to be devoted to the 
turthering of Pasadena’s educational. 
institutions, while appreciating the 
generosity of the gift, no one imagined 
the land would ever reach its present 
value. 

The Library and Village Improve- 
ment Company disposed of enough 
stock to erect.a library building just 
east of where Vore & Hoag’s stable 
now stands, on a portion of the Wilson 
grant. This was in the fall of 1883. 
During the ensuing holidays a series 
of entertainments was given, mostly 
in — to raise funds to 
buy books. performances were 
participated in by the leading amateurs 
of sown, and netted very satisfactory 
profits. 

The library was lit opened in 
February, 1884. Mrs. S. E. Merritt, 
the present incumbent, was the libra- 
rian. Upon ber rested the grave re- 
sponsibility of taking care of a sum to- 
tal of 350 volumes. Then came a sud- 
den rise in the value of real estate. 
The five acres of school land were di- 
vided into lots, which were disposed 
of at good prices. When the 
time came to buy the lot on which the 
library was located the Improvement 
Company gasped itup for the nomi- 
nal sum of $170. The lot was 100 feet 
wide and had a depth of 306 feet. 
When the Santa Fé came through 
town it secured aslice of the lot 15 
feet wide. In March 1887 the remain- 
ing portion of the lot, 85x306 feet, was 
soid to u syndicate for $10,000. ‘The li- 
brary company then purchased the lot 
on Dayton street at reasonable figures 
and moved thoir frame structure on it. 
where it has since stood. 

Two months later, in May, 1887, the 
construction of the building which 
was yesterday opened was decided 
upon. Chas. Legge started the move- 
mont by generousiy’ deeding to the li- 
brary company a valuable piece of 
ground, on the southeast corner of Ray- 
mond avenue and Walnut street, on 
the condition that the company erect 
thereon prior to Jan. 1, 1889, free 
and clear of all incumbrances, a brick 
or stone (or brick .and stone) building, 
designed and adapted to library uses, 
to cost not less than $20,000, and shall 
have paid for the same without incur- 
ring any debt requiring the mortgage 
of said building or let for the security 
of auch debt.“ 

The building was started, but the 
first of January, 1889, came and went, 
and the structure was unfinished,

Once More came to the front. On the 
Sth of January, 1889, he subscribed his 
mame to a paper which read thus; 
Now all men by these presents that 
les Legge, for and in considera- 
m of’ the sum of $1, United States 
gold coin, to me in hand paid, and for 
other further good and valuable con- 
siderations, do hereby agree to extend 
the time for the fulfillment and per- 
formance of certain acts to be done 
and kept by the Pasadena Library and 
Village Improvement Society, to the 
ist of January, 1890.“ The library 
Was saved for another vear. 
But the funds were not forthcoming 
for its completion. The library. com- 
y was in despair. Finally the 
appy idea came to the directors of 
donating the property tothe city, pro- 
vided the citizens would raise $8500 to 
complete it. Notwithstanding the fact 
thatthe people were offered property 
worth $30,000 at less than one-third the 
building’s actual cost, times were hard 
and considerable opposition manifested 
itself against the measure. It was de- 
cided to raise the money by voting 
bonds to the amount of $8500. The 
question was submitted to the people 
on Jan. 14th last after a brief but vig- 
orous Campaign, and the result was a 
decided victory for the friends of the 
library, who polled 617 votes to their 
opponents’ 60. 
The result was received with mani- 
festations of great joy. In April last 
the library property passed into the 
possession of the city and work was 
soon after begun, looking towards the 
building’s completion under the direc-
